The unlikell- | 
hood of her recovery preyed upon him | 
and hastened the attack of mental de- 
Tangement which incapacitated him 
from reigning, although he had pre- 
viously suffered from this malady. He | 
died hopelessly insane at Windsor after 
losing his sight as well as his senses.—

Tight Collars.

She was built uun 
der the super ntendence of Com:aodere 
Matthew G Galbraith Perry and at the 


time of her completion in 1837 was te 
garded as one of the world’s wonders 
by way of naval architecture and pow- 
er at sea. The Fulton was the cause 
of no little speculation on the part 
of European powers, for nt that time 
she was looked upon by other natious 
as all but intincible. When this won- 
der of the sea was put in commission 
Commodore Perry, then holding the 
rank of commander, was put in com- 
mand of her, and he presently came to 
be called the “father of the steam 
navy.” The Fulton was built pri- 
marily for defense of New York hbar- 
bor, but she served as well to der - 
strate the practical utility of steam 
power for warships.—New York Times.
